O* page 313 we review the recently published Report 

prepared by a highly qualified Committee 
appointed by the Ministry of War Transport, with the 
concurrence of that for Town and Country Planning. 
This covers in great detail the question of road design, 
more especially in connection with civic development, 
but, as was inevitable, extending beyond this defined 
limit to cover various requirements for the future road 
pattern of Great Britain. By the approach to town 
planning problems from the traffic point of view it is 
more difficult to reach a conclusive picture than by 
defining the city structure first and then determining 
the part that communications play in this. All the 
propositions made for the roads may be unimpeachable 
but, in the detached form in which they appear, become 
less easy to embody in a complete and logical plan than 
if they start from general principles before dealing with 
the aspects of the subject in detail. 


We are at a stage in planning for the life of a 
city that dictates a very definite revision in our attitude 
towards the appropriate pattern, and are only just 
beginning to realise the. form this might take. Two 
contributions have given an indication of what this 
would be ; one is a recent town planning scheme in the 
U.S.A. and the other is embodied in the idea of the 
planning of “ precincts,’ but neither quite achieved a 
completed theoretical system that would give the 
maximum convenience and safety. To form a mental 
picture of such a concept, let us take the case of the 
arteries and veins of the body and make a diagram of 
these on a plane surface ; both ramifying through the 
same area but not crossing each other. Having done 
this then let us label the arteries “‘ service’ and regard 
them as open to wheeled traffic and the veins as footways 
or the more important ones as footways plus cycle 
tracks. The position for all places of public resort 
such as schools, halls, clinics, retail markets, etc., would 
be at nodal points on the venous system but reached 
by terminal ones from the arteries, while housing 
would occupy the strips between the two; thus the 
public buildings and the residences would have access 
to both, and pedestrians would rarely need to use the 
service routes except when joining or leaving vehicles. 
Homes would no longer have fronts and backs, but one 
face for service, and the other for personal access 
possibly through gardens ; in such a case there would 
be less objection to terraces or flats as alternatives to 
semi-detached cottages. 


Of course, what is suggested above merely produces a 
somewhat crude outline diagram which would demand 
numerous modifications and adjustments to reach a 
form representing actual planning such as would provide 
for varied conditions too numerous to deal with here. 
This diagram does, however, serve as the basic idea for 





a system of design offering a safe and convenient civic 
pattern. We must leave it at that and return to the 
subject of roads in the town area from which this diver- 
sion has taken us. 

Most of our larger cities suffer from traffic congestion 
and the war damage has now given the opportunity, 
in a number of cases, to remedy this defect ; it is there- 
fore important that effective steps should be taken 
for the purpose. After the survey of the functions of 
a town either as it stands or as reconstructed, if this 
seems practicable, the traffic and transport it demands 
must be estimated and planned for, the main lines of 
route laid down using or improving the streets adaptable, 
dealing with intersections, and providing space for 
parking, taking up and setting down, and generally 
visualising what will take place and how to provide for 
safe and easy movement. This will involve all the 
operations carefully set out in the Report which is now 
before us, operations which have their place in the town 
plan but which can only find that place after this plan 
has first had its general system worked out. Thus 
while it may be accepted that the title accurately 
indicates its scope, the Report would have had greater 
value had it been extended to include a preliminary 
study on the demands of typical cities for traffic pro- 
visions in accordance with their purpose and functions. 


On the assumption that a basic plan has been decided 
on, the solutions offered for the problems involved may 
be regarded as valid and instructive ; they tend to fall 
into two groups, one providing for the treatment of 
closely built-up areas and the other for those to a large 
extent vacant or destined for a new development on 
sites not previously occupied for urban purposes. The 
first group includes provisions for the best utilisation of 
existing or improved streets, the organisation of the 
traffic in these, supplementary measures to deal with 
stationary vehicles, and the important ones aiming at 
increased safety at crossings and road intersections. 
The second group is more concerned with the ideal 
treatment of the main traffic routes, arterials and sub- 
arterials, where space allows of planning suitable for 
intensive traffic at higher speeds, only admissible where 
a liberal allowance of land can be given to crossings 
and intersections. In this case several alternatives 
are offered, giving practically the equivalent of the 
“ clover-leaf” crossing, but this latter is not included, 
probably because it is regarded as unnecessarily 
extravagant. 

For directions and signposting we are referred to the 
recommendations of another Committee formed to deal 
specifically with these. Though it was perhaps inevit- 
able that their recommendations should be endorsed, 
we feel that it would have been of value if some of them 
could have been reviewed and possibly revised,

Bottlenecks in the Building Industry. 

On another page of this issue we set 
out some of the difficulties and bottlenecks 
which at the present time are impeding 
the building industry in its efforts to pro- 
vide the nation’s houses. The survey made 
is obviously cursory, but it does serve to 
emphasise one fundamental deterrent to 
building progress—the shortage of man- 
power in the industry. It was announced 
during the week-end, at a conference of 
London area building teachers, that 
90,000 building apprentices are to be 
trained to fill the gaps in the ranks. These 
will be more than welcome, but the matter 
cannot, and does not, rest there. It will 
be seen in our notes that in the brick- 
making industry particularly rates of 
wages contribute largely to a fall in em- 

loyed personnel to a number well 

alee fifty per cent. of the pre-war figure. 
The position of brickmakers may quite 
easily be paralleled in other component 
industries, possibly that of rain water 
gocds, where there is also a serious short- 
age. In addition, there seems to be ample 
evidence that there are stocks of house fit- 
ments in various places. Prospective 
builders have seen them and inquired for 
them. They are not available for sale. If 
it is true, as has been suggested, that the 
Government and Ministry of Works are 
commandeering these stocks, why are they 
not being used? : 

These matters require immediate atten- 
tion, for they are exercising a serious 
stranglehold on the ingustry’s production 
of materials and finished houses. 


** Colour in Buildings.” 

An Architectural Science Board Lecture 
will be given at 66, Portland-place, W.1, 
on April 3, at 5.45 p.m., by Mr. William 
Allen, B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A. ‘ 

Recent papers arranged by the Architec- 
tural Science Board have discussed paint- 
ing, plastering and painting on plaster. 
The present paper will attempt an objec- 
tive study of colour as used by the de- 
signer. ree main lines of approach in 
present-day colour practice are noted : 1. 
The light-coloured environment; 2. The 
use of more striking colours; and 3. Utili- 
tarian uses of colour. It is noted that the 
first two of these have been successively 
advocated among building designers, while 
the third—largely a matter of colour in 
factories at present—has most of its cur- 
tent inspiration in science. 

All three will be examined by Mr. Allen, 
particularly to see why they have been 
advocated, and to discover what scientific 
evidence can be found on which to base 
criticism. This is shown to consist mainly 
of the following: 1. The nature of the 
visual reaction to different forms of bright- 
ness-contrast; 2. The effect of recession 
and of camouflage; and 3. The nature of 
what may be called “ texture ’’ or ‘* rich- 
ness,’ and its importance as a principle of 
decoration. The effect of colour on the 
morale of operatives in factories will be 
mentioned, and some questions are to be 
raised about future practice in factory 
colouring.

THE CREMATORIUM 


Tue arguments for and against crema- 
tion of the dead have become almost a 
matter of history, but its modern practice 
has been steadily gaining ground and the 
Cremation Society has largely influenced 
this movement. In 1879, the Government 
of the day declared cremation illegal but, 
despite this, in 1884, an Assize Court at 
Cardiff held that it was a legal method for 
the disposal of the dead. The number of 
cremations in this country has increased 
from 3 in 1885, to 39,016 in 1944, and 
the number of crematoria from 1 to 58, 
extending throughout Great Britain from 
Aberdeen to Plymouth. 

The book now before us * is issued 
under the auspices of the Cremation 
Society and brings up to date previous 
editions published in 1909 and 1931. It 
contains descriptions of all the Crematoria 
in the country with numerous illustra- 
tions; the Cremation Act of 1902, 
Statutory Rules and Orders together with 
the prescribed schedules and an epitome of 
the law on the subject. Following, there 
is a section on the requirements in de- 
signing a Crematorium, by Mr. T. L. 
Seaton Dahl, F.R.I.B.A., which contains 
a great deal of information of value to 
those interested in such an undertaking; 
we therefore include a summary of the 
principal points mentioned in Mr. Dahl’s 
article. 

In selecting a site, it is a mistake to use 
an existing cemetery where the surround- 
ings are often depressing. If this is re- 
garded as unavoidable, at any rate there 
should be a separate entrance and a sur- 
rounding screen of trees, bushes and 
The site should have 
a minimum of five acres in view of the 
s required for the car park, the 
andes of Rest, and to obtain the 
amenity of a certain seclusion. The 
enactment that a crematorium may not 
be erected within fifty yards of a public 
highway and two hundred yards of a 
domestic dwelling, without the consent of 
the owner and tenant influences the dis- 
position of the buildings on limited sites 
and suggests the selection of one in the 
outer suburbs of a town, though it is 
generally necessary that water supply and 
gas or electricity should be available. 

In the chapel the position of the 
catafalque has first to be considered.

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This, about 10 ft. by 3 ft. 6 in. by 4 ft. 
high, depends. upon the relationship be- 
tween the chapel and the furnace 
chamber ; the latter may be placed either 
at the far end of the chapel, the position 
usually preferred, at one side or below it; 
in the first cases the catafalque with its 
load is passed through an aperture in the 
wall, in the latter it sinks downwards 
through the floor, an arrangement more 
expensive and not advocated as too 
reminiscent of burial. 

The usual accompaniments to the chapel 
are as follows: a loggia and porch or 
porte cochere at the entrance; vestibule, 
waiting-room, vestry, lavatories for both 
sexes, cleaners’ room, ante-room, com- 
mittal or transfer room, furnace-room, 
urn-store, heating-chamber, columbarium 
with cloister, chapelle ardente, room for 
staff, chauffeurs’ and undertaker’s assis- 
tants, with lavatory, administration 
offices, and superintendent’s lodge. 

Doors through which the coffin passes 
must not be less than 6ft. wide and 
should fold right back. The waiting- 
room should be warmed and_ well 
furnished with writing-table, comortable 
chairs, etc.; the windows should over- 
look the drive so that the cortége may be 
seen approaching. The vestry should also 
be near the vestibule to the chapel, and 
with an outlook to the drive as the clergy- 
man meets the coffin at the entrance. As 
the chapel, unless more than one is pro- 
vided, is undenominational, religious 
symbols should not form a permanent 
feature in the design. The size of the 
chapel depends to some extent on the 
population to be served, though this 
affects more the general scale of the whole 
group. The number to be provided for is 
considered to range from 50 to 200. The 
larger size might be demanded if the 
practice of holding memorial services be 
came general. In view of the increasing 
number of cremations it would be advis- 
able to plan the general scheme so as to 
admit of future extensions. 

The chapel does not require a large 
chancel, but an organ should be provided 
in a suitable position. An altar may be 
included, but there should be a curtain by 
which it can be screened off; a low pulpit 
or reading-desk is necessary, and it would 
be desirable to find a position for a perma- 
nent stand on which would be placed the 
Book of Remembrance, in which the 
names of deceased are recorded. The 
committal or tranfer room must be 11 ft. 
in width, to allow for the easy removal 
of the coffin to the furnace-room, and 
there should be access to the latter via 
the committal-room, as trustees or others 
may sometimes wish or have the duty to 
view the actual committal. The mortuary 
can also serve as the chapelle ardente, 
and should have an easy route to the 
chapel. 

The cloisters can either lead to or 
include the columbarium, where are 
placed the urns for the ashes; in addition 
or alternatively the cloisters can provide 
for the tablets bearing the names of the 
deceased and the memorials in the cases 
when it is preferred that the ashes 
should be scattered over the portion of 
the garden of rest reserved for this pur- 
pose. In view of this purpose the 
cloisters are an essential feature in a 
crematorium; they are probably best 
placed to form three sides of a square on 
the south side of the chapel around a 
formal garden. As the memorials they are 
designed to contain will increase year by 
year it would be well to allow for their 
extension.

THESE BUILDINGS WERE ERECTED AS A 
Crematorium and Garden of Rest for the 
fottenham and Wood Green Burial Board 
ihe year before the war, and were de- 
signed to meet the special requirements 
of the Board in the provision of dupli- 
cated chapels complete with catafalques 
enclosing lifts descending to the Com- 
mittal Chamber below, serving five fur- 
naces. The scheme also comprises cle 
room, waiting room and lavatory to eac 
chapel for mourners, superintendent’s 
house at the entrance gates, with sunken 
paved gardens with pavilion shelters on 
either side of the entrance drive, the walls 
of these shelters and paved ple ro- 
viding space for memorial tablets and re- 
cesses for caskets and urns. At the 
entrance are placed lavatories for visitors. 

The grounds have been planted with 
flowering shrubs and trees, with an avenue 
of chestnuts lining the entrance drive, and 
yew hedges enclosing the sunken 
but the photographs, taken shortly after 
the completion of the buildings, give a 
somewhat bare impression, which is 
quickly improving as the trees and shrubs 
and hedges mature. 

The external walls are built of brick 
with hand-made sand-faced multi-coloured

THE BUILDING OCCUPIES A PROMI- 
NENT site on the highest ground 
of Woodside Cemetery, Paisley. 
There is an extensive view of the 
whole of the surrounding county 
from the adjoining gardens. 
The base, window facings, 
pylons’ and doorway are all 
cream-coloured freestone. The 
walls are all of brick, roughcast, 
and the cornice is of black 
precast cement. The interior 
woodwork is of oak with a 
waxed finish.. The catafalque is 
of green Cippolino marble. The 
interior colour scheme is cream 
with beams picked out in dove- 
grey. The floor covering of the 
centre aisle in the chapel is of 
soft, green rubber and the chair 
seats are to match. 

The available ground for the 
buildings was extremely circum- 
scribed, and the planning of the 
group was dictated by the 
position of the tombstones 
which were already in position 
and could not be disturbed; the 
photograph of the exterior 
makes this quite apparent.

Construction.—The house comprises a steel-framed

structure of storey-high panel frames of pressed steel 
surmounted by a steeply pitched roof structure of 
pressed steel framing and light tubular steel trusses to 
accommodate the upper floor. 

The wall panels are generally 2ft. wide and 8 ft. 
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high (increased to 3ft. wide for accommodation 
of doors), built up of 3-in. steel channel section 
as @ perimeter member with two horizontal tubes 
welded in at window head and sill levels. The 
panels are rag-bolted to the foundation concrete 
and to each other by tie-rods which pass through 
the tubular cross members. Ties are connected 
to each other by means of double nuts tighten- 
ing the frame assembly as the erection proceeds 
and finally forming continuous girdle ties around 
the complete house frame. Frame panels are 
filled with a layer of wood-wool and aluminium- 
faced building paper, leaving a cavity, and mesh 
reinforcement is welded or clipped to the out- 
side face. After erection, the frames are ren- 
dered externally to a total thickness of 14 in. The 
internal face of the panel unit is finished with 
precast plaster units. 

The first floor and roof superstructure com- 
prise pressed-steel rafters, channels and tubular- 
steel columns supporting pressed-steel channel 
purlins on which the light tubular steel roof 
trusses aré mounted. Channel purlins are at 
ceiling height and are capable of supporting the 
roof over spans up to 12ft., and the tubular 
supports are all arranged within the roof space. 
Standard wall frames are used to form dormer 
window fronts, and roofs are finished with 
Roman tiles hung on premade panels of steel 
channels and timber battens. 

The partitions are of premade plaster. The 
ceiling to the upper storey is of skimmed plaster- 
board nailed to timber bearers fixed to the truss 
tes. 

The first floor is finished in mastic asphalt on 
foamed slag concrete base placed on permanent 
framework of galvanised iron ‘* Anderson” 
shelter sheets. These sheets are carried on angle 
bearers welded. to the webs of the rolled-steel 
floor joists which are at 6-ft. centres. The 
ceiling to the ground floor is of plaster-board 
skim finished, nailed to 2in. by 1Jin. timber 
bearers notched to the beam flanges and also 
bolted to the corrugated sheeting. The party 
wall is of brick cavity construction and gives 
support to the ends of the pressed-steel roof 
purlins, The gables are finished with vertical 
tile-hanging nailed to battens. The chimney- 
stack above the roof is built up in cement 
rendered over a steel framework. 

A feature of the roof truss design is the use 
of a special connector consisting of a split ring 
with a milled surface, which is expanded inside 
the ends of the tubular members by tightening 
a nut. This seals the tube and makes simple 
bolt connections. possible. 


Srre Worx.—A normal concrete foundation 
slab, thickened at the edges and under the 
party wall, is laid with its surface 6in. above 
ground level. Erection of the panel frames is 
very simple and these need no strutting during 
erection. Much equipment normally required in 
house erection is eliminated and a high propor- 
tion of unskilled labour can be used. The erec- 
tion of the prototype was largely carried out by 
unskilled labour. 


MAINTENANCE.—The homogeneous external and 
internal surface finishes and the traditional roof 
covering are likely to present only familiar main- 
tenance problems. Precautions regarding corro- 
sion have been carried out to prevent rusting. 


GENERAL.—The speedy and economic produc- 
tion of houses is possible in large or aoa num- 
bers by use of the system. Units of the frame- 
work present no difficulties of manvfacture, 
transport or handling. The economic use is made 
of materials in readily available supply, and 
appearance and finish are conventional. 

The 2-ft. module of the panel frames allows 
flexibility in planning and the fixing of the 
building profile. Stability and economy in the 
design of the upper floor and roof construction 
are notable. Also the comparatively wide 
spacing of the floor joists and roof trusses. The 
house is capable of presentation with consider- 
able plan variation. 

An alternative type with walls two panel units 
high, with conventional pitched roof, is being 
developed.

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“DESIGN. AND LAYOUT OF ROADS IN BUILT-UP AREAS”

This report* covers a wide range, deal- 
ing with the various aspects of the desigu 
of roads under the headings of safety 
traffic demands, economics, amenity, an 
their relationship to general development. 
It opens with en ist defn the 
t as: 3 2 
p Leal 3; Local. and Desalepmana.toeds ; 
also employing the terms, ange pegpase 
road; Motorway; Intersections mne- 
tions; Grade Separation; Footway, Foot- 
path and others. Definitions are given so 
as to insure uniformity of practice in the 
use of such terms. : 

It has not been regarded as: practicable 
to make all the etaiaapndations apply 
to towns.irrespective of their character, 
topography and size. ‘This is especially 
true of London and other such conurba- 
tions, which present problems demanding 
special treatment. recommendations 
for general adoption, both areas ripe for 
immediate reconstruction and. those where 
this would extend, over a long period have 
been considered as. well. as the case. of 
new towns which may, be brought into 
being. The term ‘‘ Built-up areas’ is 
therefore expanded to include those which, 
at present undeveloped, may later form 
part of an urban community, whether. by 
extension of an existing town or by a 
new independent scheme. 


Road Safety. 


In view of the deplorable statistics of 
accidents and fatalities on the » it 
is easily comprehensible that safety 
measures take an important place in this 
report; the section devoted to these natur- 
ally opens with analyses of the number 
and character of accidents as a necessary 
preliminary step towards the remedial pro- 
posals. It appears that despite an in- 
crease of 38 per cent. in the number of 
licensed motor vehicles since 1930 the 
number of fatal accidents has remained 
at 6,400 per annum, of which about 60 
per cent. ‘(over 4,000) occurred in built- 
up areas, while those injured numbered 
170,000, or 76 per cent. of the total. 70 
per cent. of the pedestrians killed were 
crossing the roadway and about one 
quarter of these were children under seven 
years of age. Then important clues are

the fatalities occurred at road intersections 
or. Junctions, 43 per cent. during dusk. or 
hours. of darkness, and that 80 per cent. 
of those attributed to drivers or pedal 
cyclists took place during a right-hand 
turn. 

The whole schedule of ‘accidents points 
to the vulnerability of pedestrians and 
pedal cyclists and stresses the importance 
of the segregation of vehicular, pedestrian 
and cycle traffic as a4 means of accident 
prevention. So far as motor vehicles are 
concerned, the fullest pe measure of 
this would, of course, be attained by con- 
fining them exclusively to single purpose 
roads, but such a measure is impracticable 
as a general rule, even when planning a 
completely new town, though possible in 
the case of by-passes and outside urban 
areas. There are cases, however, where 
independent motorways may be taken 
through congested areas, with access only 
at specified points. In general, the pre- 
sent speed limit in built-up areas of 30 
m.p.h. must be retained, and even less 
demanded where the limitation of vision 
would render this unsafe, 

Among a long list of measures regarded 


as desirable we quote the following as. of 
major importance :— 

(a) Arterial traffic should be deflected 
from built-up areas as far as possible; 

f°) Where fe) is not practicable con- 
sideration sh be given to the construc- 
tion of an elevated or sub-surface road; 

(c) On busy ‘traffic routes separate pro- 
vision for cyclist and pedestrian traffic 
should be made; 

(d) Frontage access should be restricted 
by providing service roads and limiting 
the entrance of side roads; 

(e) Business premises should have access 
from the rear or from loading docks 
within their curtileges ; 

(f) At important crossings, roundabouts 
or bridging schemes should be employed; 

(g) Pedestrian crossings require defini- 
tion by islands and barriers, and if 
intensively used may need subways or 
bridges, preferably approached by ramps ; 

(h) Recessed bays.are required at 
stations where public conveyances pick 
up and seb dowm passengers ; 

(i) Traffic signs and signals should be 
distinct and suitably placed; advertising 
should be controlled.

THE *‘MODERN HOMES”’ 


EXHIBITION 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
Durinc the last few years, in pre ion 
for post-war qovelegepentt, a great many 
met bette of planning and 
formulati tier ways 0 

pr our houses and flats, and 
many ial bodies and trade associations, 
by research and experiment, have been 
working out the practical problems of 
equipment,’ Tangible results are now 
being revealed to the general public by 
means of exhibitions. Latest among these 
is the ‘‘ Modern Homes ’’ Exhibition in 
Dorland Hall, Regent-street, which was 
opened by the Minister of Health, Mr. 
Aneurin Bevan, on Tuesday last. It will 
remain open for two months, till May 25, 
daily from 10.30 to 6.30 (except Sundays), 
adhe exhibit has been organised by th 
exhibition een i y the 
Daily Herald, and, by reason of its sub- 
ject, is sure to be popular, It is well 
presented on clean, modern lines, without 
any freakish manners of display, and 
achieves a distinct success in making 
rofessional and technical. matters intel- 

ligible to the general public. 


Official Exhibits. 

The Ministries directly concerned with 
housing have. individual Sauer to show 
how the many-sided problem is being dealt 
with. On entering the exhibition, there 
is first a display by the Ministry of 
Health related to the immediate need for 
750,000 houses, the majority of which are 
projected ‘to be of normal brick construc- 
tion. House plans are not readily under- 
stood by ‘the general public, so, instead, 
there are good-sized sectional models, with 
furniture and equipment in place. They 
show different arrangements of ground 
floor and first floor, and make the whole 
scheme‘ of ‘the house perfectly compre- 
hensible*by any one. 

To scheme the house is one thing; to 
build and equip it is another. Hence, in 
the gigantic task ahead, other Government 
departments must play their part. Appro- 

riately, therefore, while the exhibit of the 
Ministry of Health sets forth the housing 
programme, other eplaye make evident 
what the Ministry of Works is doing in 
the matter of materials, and what the 
Ministry. of Supply is doing in the matter 
of equipment and components. 

The London County Council have a 
striking exhibit. in the form of a large 
model of the new town of 15,000 people 
which is to be begun this year at Loughton, 
in Essex, on the fringe of Epping Forest. 
This is, @ £5,000,000 scheme on a 579 acre 
site, involving the construction of. 3,850 
ee and flats, with 11 schools, 4 
churches, 60 shops, a community centre 
and other features, 


Methods of Construction. 

Passing from housing in the. bulk to 
houses individually, we come into what is 
called the ‘‘ Hall of Houses,” but which is 
no..obher than a large entrance .hall .very 
effectively,divided into bays by sheets of 
corrugated ‘‘ Perspex ’’ framed in scarlet- 
painted panels of angleiron. In these bays 
are shown six methods of house‘ building, 
by means of plans, dia tic. sections, 
actual wall sections, and, best of all, large 
models on slowly revolving’ turntables: 
These last ate excellent, for, in each case, 
the pair’ of houses ‘is shown half as it 
appears. externally, while the other half 
has transparent walls through which the 
whole ! the interior arrangement.can be 
seen. thing could be better from the 
publie it of view. The methods of 
construction however, be 


shown will, 
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familiar to those who have studied the 
technical Press, Two of the six houses 
(the L.C.C. house and the Lane Fox house) 
are of traditional brick construction with 
modern equipment ; the other four are the 
Braithwaite house (designed by Mr. F. R. 
8. Yorke), the latest version of the British 
Steel house (designed by Mr. Frederic 
Gibberd), the Orlit house (designed by Mr. 
E. Katona), and the Airey house (designed 
by Mr. J. B. 8. Cowper). 


The ‘‘ House Engine.” 

Next we come to an exhibit which will 
bea t novelty to the majority of visi- 
tors. It is called the ‘‘ House ine ’’— 
a rather inapt title for the All- e 
Service Unit developed by the Buildi 

mt Producers’ Association in con- 
junction with the British Coal Utilisation 
rch Association. Mr. R. A. Duncan, 
A.R.1.B.A., has had a la: part in its 
evolution. It is a unit having a back-to- 
back fire and oven (of different design 
from the ordinary arrangement) with a 
metal frame an nels enclosing hot 
water storage cylinders and cold water 
cistern above, cast-iron flue pipe, and 
ducts for convected air. The whole unit 
is schemed as an appliance within» the 
compass of an ordinary working-class 
house, and is claimed to cost only £105 
as against £125 for equivalent customary 
arrangements for room warmth, hot water 
supply and cooking facilities. A high 
oven temperature is attained and main- 
tained with a remarkably small amount of 
fuel, and there are facilities for cooking 
by electricity when the fire is low or not 
in use. 
Kitchens. 

We now go upstairs and there find this 
same appliance installed in the first of 
three kitchens carried out to the design 
of Mrs. Darcy Braddell. Coming from so 
pee a hand, they are well schemed, 
well equipped and altogether very attrac- 
tive. One is a gas kitchen, one an electric 
kitchen, and the third a solid fuel kitchen. 
The gas kitchen is treated also as a living- 
room, so that the housewife with a small 
child can keep her eye on him (or her) 
while she is preparing a meal in the 
workaday part of the room. This kitchen 
is exhibited by the Women’s Gas Council 
in. collaboration with the British Gas 


Council. ‘The electric kitchen is also a 
dual p room, having space where an 
electric ing machine can be used in a 
work recess. It is intended for a flat, and 


is exhibited by the Electrical Develop- 
ment Association in collaboration with the 
Electrical Association for Women. The 
third kitchen is for a small house. It is 
solely a domestic workshop, albeit a very 
pleasant one, with its vitreous enamelled 
sink and other fitments. These, by the 
way, in all three kitchens, are. carried 
through at uniform height (presumably 
36 in.). But it may be pointed out that, 
though apparently continuous, the separ- 
ate units side by side leave a space down 
which liquids can ron. This should be 
sealed with applied cover strips like the 
neat ones used in some American designs, 

While referring to kitchens, it is appro- 
priate to mention the “‘ Quiz ” kitchen in 
another part of the exhibition. Here you 
can gaze on a fully ouspped kitchen and 
endeavour to spot its faults, or how it 
could be better arranged. 


Other Displays. 

Aluminium seems likely to be very 
largely used in new ways in the immediate 
future. ' Timely,- therefore, is the exhibit 
of the Aluminium Development Associa- 
tion. This includes not merely kitchen 
utensils, but the building applications of 
aluminium alloys in window frames, par- 
titions, guttering, drainpipes, extruded 
sections for door frames, and so on. 
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New desians in utility furniture are 
shown by Board of Trade—a very 
satisfying display; and there is an ea- 
tremely attractive one-room flat, designed 
by Mr. Jacques Groag for the Council of 
Industrial Design, while an entirely fresh 
note (as they say) is struck by the 
Basildon New Period furniture, of 
impressed aluminium finished with trans- 
lucent tinted plastic. Also to be noted 
are some exhibits of modern fabrics, china, 
pottery and which commend them- 
selves alike gre Ara 0 bene 
craftsmanship, and for bea way 
in which they are displayed. 


BUILDERS’ BENEVOLENT 
INSTITUTION 


ANNUAL DINNER. 

Tue eighty-seventh annual dinner of the 
Builders’ Benevolent Institution was held 
on Tuesday, March 26, at the Dorchester 
Hotel, London, este Leslie Shingleton, 
0.B.E., M.LStruct.E., presided. 

Mr. W. E. Rice, proposing the toast of 
‘* H.M. Government,” expressed regret at 
the absence of the Minister of Works, Mr. 
George Tomlinson, M.P., and extended a 
hearty welcome to Mr. Harold Wilson, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Works, who deputised for the Minister. 

In reply, LD Winson referred 
te the fact that the Benevolent Institution 
had been in existence since 1847, and he 
wanted to make it quite clear that 
although the Government was embarking 
on a great policy of social security, it did 
not mean the end of privately or indus- 
trially organised charities such as the 
Institution. : 

The speaker went on to mention the 
co-operation he and the Minister of Works 
had received from the building industry 
since they assumed .  “T know owe 
came in as members of a party which, as 
we were aware, would not be _received 
with acclamation by the building industry, 
yet I have just finished a tour of the 
country, during which I have met many 
precer » representatives, and I have been 
struck by the great friendliness, and co- 
operation I have met. And I may say, 
also, that I am amazed at the fine quality 
of industrial relations that exist. between 
both sides of the Maco OF ’ 

The speaker concluded by saying that 
whatever one may think about the Govern- 
ment policy, the building industry had 
shown that they were going to co-operate 
in getting the great task of rehousing 
done, and he was certain that this great 
friendship between the Government and 
the industry would, by one means or 
another, produce a very much better 
Britain and very much better homes for 
the people, which was no more than the 
country deserved. 

Mr. Jouw M. Tueosatp, P.P.8.1., pro- 
posing ‘* The Builders’ Benevolent Instita- 
tion and its President,”’ said the change 
in the value of money since the pre-war 
years had placed a very heavy ‘strain on 
the finances of the Institution, and made 
a strong appeal for further funds in order 
that the work might be continued. 

nding, Mason Surncieton said the 
Institution ‘was still doing excellent work, 
and if this and succeeding Governments 
permitted the continuance of private enter- 
prise building, they would be able to 
continue the good work. : 

The toast_of ‘The Visitors ’’ was given

COMPONENTS 


THE SUPPLY POSITION. 


Tue serious shortage of building com- 
ponents throughout the country was the 
subject of debate in the House of Com- 
mons on Monday afternoon, That there 
are bottlenecks in this quarter, of the 
building industry there is.no doubt, and 
even the most cursory examination.of, the 
position leads to the conclusion that, neither 
the Government’s housing target (what- 
ever it may be), nor anything like it, can 
be reached unless two fundamental prob- 
lems are solved. 


The two main, difficulties are lack of 
manpower and a-shortage of-materials, the 
second being largely the result.of the first. 


It has been stated, somewhat unofficially, 
by Mr. C, W, Key, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Health, that the Govern- 
ment aim to build 6,000,000 houses in 10 
years. Such figures are in themselves 
stratospheric, but linked with the difficul- 
ties already mentioned they border on the 
impossible, A short survey of the position 
substantiates this. 

The Minister of Health has said that he 
intends to insist upon the provision of two 
javatories in the new houses. . This in itself 
increases the: floor space and also. the 
cost in each house: built. Yet Mr. Bevan 
is nob unaware of the. difficulties the 
industry is facing, for in the House of 
Commons on March 6 this year he said : 
‘‘ I wish to tell the House at once that the 
main anxiety is not the actual buildin 
force on the site. It is the provision o 
building materials in the background. If 
we stimulated, by every effort at our dis- 
posal, the acti building on the. sites, 
what would happen? There would be no 
correspondence at all between the assembly 
of the building on the site and the prepara- 
tion of building materials to supply that 
force.”” 

The Government's programme would 
seem to double the output of houses that 
obtained before the war, but it must be 
borne in mind that the pre-war figure of 
300;000 houses per year was attained only 
after the industry had gained full impetus 
and was ‘geared to the task. 

Bearing in mind the post-war increased 
standards and numbers and that the build- 
ing components industry was attuned to 
the 300,000 figure before the war, it would 
appear that the building of 6,000,000 
houses cannot take fewer than 20 years 
upless far greater resources of men and 
materials are made available to the 
industry. 

Lack of labour -is, of course, the main 
reason for the slowness with which the 
materials programme is getting into its 
stride and something must be done to 
remedy this situation. Some progress is 
already being made by the entry of outside 
industries into the production field—e.g., 
the light engineering industry, which is 
making a considerable contribution with 
stamped steel sanitary fittings. An ever- 
increasing number of ideas for the use of 
steel and aluminium.in building construc- 
tion is being developed. The plastics in- 
dustry can be of great service. 

In this country these subsidiary indus- 

_tries represent the only reserve labour 
force for overtaking the shortage of 
materials, It is believed that once materials 
become readily available there will be no 
difficulty in» getting additional labour for 
building ‘assembly, for xomne men who 
contemplate entering e industry ‘as 
apprentices will realise that there is a 
vast volume of work and materials on hand 
to justify their training.

Some Representative Views. 

Mr. G. H. A.;Huaues, Director of the 
London Master Builders’ Association, , re- 
ferred to the bottlenecks in the supply. of 
building materials in the course of an inter- 
view this week. He said: ‘ In the early 
days of the war a number of Special Re- 
pair. Dumps. were set up on blitzed and 
vacant sites in various parts of the country 
for the purpose of supplying ready at hand 
materials for repairing buildings damaged 
by air raids. Theseodumps still: exist, 
many of them with the same quantity. of 
material in them as was there at the time 
of their initiation: The presence of | these 
dumps is anever-recurring topic of discus- 
sion at the monthly conferences of the Lon- 
don .Master Builders’ Association. Iam 
told there is one in the Walworth-road, 
near Elephant, and’ Castle, and another in 
Millwall, opposite the L.M.S. goods office 
in Blackwall-lane. 

‘* At the present time we are producing 
only about one-fifth of the:pre-war number 
of bricks, which has obviously resulted in 
a serious shortage. Other items which 
are in very short supply are glass, slates, 
plaster and. plaster ty asbestos (cor- 
rugated and flat), asbestos rain-water 
pipes and guttering, cast-iron rain-water 
pipes and guttering and zinc sheets. Bear- 
ing in mind these shortages and the dumps 
already referred to, it would seem that 
although there is a lack of labour in the 
producing industries, there are far more 
materials about at the present time than 
people would have us believe. If we could 
have what there is it would greatly help 
us to get on with something, at any rate.’ 

Dealing with cases of bottlenecks, which 
had recently come to his notice, Mr. 
Hueues said : ‘‘ It has been reported to me 
that there is a well-known manufacturer 
in the London area who has considerable 
stocks of 2}-in. rain-water piping and 
guttering, which at the moment is in very 
short supply. When inquiries are made by 
would-be purchasing builders they are told 
that these items are held as Ministry stock 
and are not available for sale to builders. 

‘* Another builder was given- permission 
to. start work on a site, but when. he 
sought to purchase some plaster boards, he 
was politely told that there were none 
available, but he would be placed’ on the 
waiting list. Apparently you get permis- 
sion to build, but that: doesn’t give you the 
right, or the permission to . purchase 
materials. 

‘* In another case, I am told, there are 
large stocks, about 800 to 1,000: lengths, of 
2}-in. rain-water piping and guttering in 
the builders’ yard of a Metropolitan 
Borough Council. Again, when an inquiry 
was made by a builder for baths he was 
informed that all the baths they had at the 
foundry were reserved for the Ministry of 
Works and brad sevens meets: could p= see 
any ibility of being able to supply to 
builders before the end of the year.’’ 


The Brick “ Famine.” 

Perhaps the most serious shortage of all 
is that of house bricks. On March 12, in 
reply to a question asked in the House of 

ons, the answer was given that 225 
brickworks were still under requisition 
either by the Government or by “‘ private 
treaty.” These works had a total produc- 
tion figure of 169,000,000 bricks per month 
before the war. No doubt many of these 
brickworks have since been derequisitioned, 
but that does not represent the only aspect 
of the problem: Here, again, low produc- 
tion is due to the shortage of manpower 
which, in this case; is intrinsically allied to 
the question of wages. 

Before the war there were approximately 
60,000 employed in the manufacture of 
bricks. “Now there are but 27,000 and there 
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seems little likelib6od sof: inéreasing? this 
figure to any i extent unless a 
decisive change is' made in the rates of 


pay for bri ikers, C3 
H. L. Buttock, Joint Secretary of 
the recently formed National Joint Tndus- 
trial Council, which’ covers all’the main 
ups of undertakings in the building 
rick and ‘allied ‘industries, says: ‘The 
rate of wages now in force is 1s. ‘73d. per 
hour, plus 3d. per hour * good time ” bonus. 
This compares unfavourably with building 
labourers’ rates of wages throughout the 
country, ‘with the ‘result that men would 
rather work at the higher rate as builders’ 
labourers. Efforts are being made to in- 
crease brickmakers” wages to 1s.'11d. per 

hour.”’ 

Another shortage is that of timber. 
Imports before the war were steadily 
dropping, until the stage was reached 
when imported timber was being mainly 
used for first-floor joists and roof struc- 
tures. te pe this falling ‘off in its use, 
there is still ‘a hindering shortage, but it 
is bélieved ‘that this can be overcome by 
imports from the Scandinavian’ ¢ountries, 
Norway, Finland and Sweden (particular] 
the latter) and from Germany, firoém ‘whic 
country it is hoped that the despatch of 
10,000 tons of round logs to the United 
Kingdom will be completed by, the end of 
this month, though further exports are 
dependent upon the arrival in Germany of 
additional personnel and haulage equip- 
ment. 


** Alternatives.” 

The difficulties with which the Govern- 
ment and the industry: are faced are pro- 
digious enough, but not insoluble. Already, 
in an effort to. fill, the gaps in materials 
at hand, the Ministry of Works has pub- 
lished a list, of more readily available 
materials which may be used in building 
construction in place of more popular items 
which are in. short supply. The Ministry, 
we are informed, are preparing, at the 
moment @ more up-to-date, list. of alterna- 
tives, which wili shortly be published. 


Main Components. 

A rough calculation of the main ‘bnild- 
ing components required for one average- 
sized house results in the following list : 
8 doors; 8 locks; 11 windows; case- 
ment fasteners and stays; 1 sink } 1 lava- 
tory basin; 1 bath; 1 closet and connector ; 
1 flushing cistern; 1 closet seat; 1 geyser 
(or separ 5 heating ap ces 
(coal, gas or. electric); 1 cooker or 
electric); 1 draining board; 1 er; 1 
open top cistern; and 1 hot water tank. 

From these figures it is easy to compute 
the vast numbers of house fitments the 
nation ‘needs. Of course, if the ‘houses 
to be built are to include two’ w.e.s, the 
sanitary fittings ired are doubled. 

The debate in the’ House of Commons 
earlier in the week served -to draw at- 
tention to the os plight into which the 
industry is in er of falling unless the 
labour and materials are forthcoming. This 
peel emphasises many of the points 
raised.

BUILDING MATERIALS. 


On Monday last, COMMANDER GALBRAITH 
raised the question of the shortage of 
building materials. He said that the 
Minister of Works, in expressing the in- 
tention of his Ministry to go into the 
business of manufacturing and distri- 
buting building materials and com- 
ponents in a big way had succeeded in 
producing a very ponderous and unwieldy 
machine and had also largely upset the 
confidence of an industry which before 
the war produced and distributed every- 
thing that was required for an annual 
output of some 500,000 houses. It might 
be that his entry into business was one of 
the factors which was prolo g the 
scarcity of building materials. The 
Government had completely upset the 
normal channels of distribution by intro- 
dueing new and untried agencies of their 
own devising. Materials and components 
were. in short supply in almost every 
direction. , 

Minister’s Review. 

Mr. TOMLINSON, Minister of Works, said 
that some of the criticisms about the 
iemporary housing programme were 
iegitimate, but the difficulties and delays 
were inevitable in the circumstances in 
which it was launched. But most of the 
lifficulties had now been surmounted, 
ind he looked forward to seeing in com- 
pleted houses in the near future the fruits 
if their improved organisation. 

Target programmes had to be worked 
out for permanent houses. The vast pro- 
portion of the building and civil engineer- 
ing labour force was employed on war 
lamage repairs, maintenance work, and 
new constructional work outside the 
housing field. He did not think it could 
seriously be suggested that six or eight 
nonths was sufficient time in which to 
rehabilitate industries which had been 
standing idle for six years. The building 
naterials industries when at full capacity 
before the war had about 150,000 workers. 
At the end of July, 1945, there were fewer 
than 60,000. 

Some of the industries had been re- 
dueed to below a quarter of their pre-war 
strength. In bricks, for example, the pre- 
war labour force was 55,000; it was now 
20,500; and there would be needed by the 
end of June 50, The intake from 
August to February inclusive was 11,600. 
Other comparisons were: Stoneware 
pipes, pre-war strength 10,000, present 
5,000; clay tiles, 12,000 and 3,900; concrete 
products, 13,000 and 11,800; cement, 10,000 
and 7,600; slates, 9,000 and 4,300. Every 
effort was being made to speed up labour 
recruitment and employment of German 
prisoners of war. 

In regard to bricks, the estimated 
demand as at June 30 was just over 
560,000,000 a month. The production in 
February was 142,000,000, which would 
seale up in a normal 30-day month to 
rather more than 150,000,000. At the end 
of February the stocks of bricks were 
825,000,000 of all types; but deliveries were 
consistently exceeding production, and 
exceptional efforts would be necessary on 
the part of everyone concerned, owners, 
workers and Government, if a brick 
famine was to be averted. Measures to 
secure a fuller return of workers from the 
Forces were under consideration; ade- 
quate numbers of prisoners of. war were 
available for employment, and arrange- 
ments were in train to use them where 
they could be usefully eg 2 mh The 
trade unions had agreed to this, a guaran- 
tee ——e been given that no prisoner of 
war should be employed if it meant the 
displacement of one of our own men. 
Out of more than 1,300 active brickworks 
900 were closed during the war. They 
were being cleared as rapidly as possible, 
but in many cases much work was neces- 
sary to repair kilns, plant and machinery, 
and to recruit a balanced labour force. 
The production of slates was well below 
the level before the war, but the number 
employed on it was steadily increasing.

Priority Scheme. 


It would be necessary for some time to 
ensure that so far as possible materials in 
short supply went primarily to housing 
and other priority building work. After 
long consultations and discussions with 
distributors and producers a scheme had 
been evolved and would soon be intro- 
duced which would enable a building 
undertaking for housing or other priority 
work to obtain preference in the supply 
of necessary building material. he 
present supplies of building labour and 
materials were quite inadequate. 


Mr. Bossom said the number of buildi 
operatives must be increased. There was a lac 
of balance in the production of components. 

Mr. D. Watker-Smitn said that 30 per cent. of 
our present strength of bricklayers would give 
us 300,000 houses a year if Lay f were provided 
with a sufficient supply of bricks. But he did 
not believe that result could be obtained by 
the Government's present policy of comes too 
much work on the local authorities in the build- 
ing of houses. : ge 

Mr, Wavswortu said that the Ministry was 
tackling control from the wrong point of view. 
The refusal to alter the £10 limit was making 
potential criminals of a poms number of people. 
The Minister could accomplish his object much 
more easily by controlling materials at their 
source of manufacture. ” 

Mr. Eccizs (Chippenham, C.) said that they 

would not get the materials needed unless they 
had a wages policy. The Government should 
make their targets known. Until they did 
that no one could know whether the rural 
areas were getting their fair share of building 
materials. 
_Mr. Epetman feared that the supply and de- 
livery of building materials was not being co- 
ordinated with the actual construction of houses. 
The shortage of timber was an important factor. 
The Government ought to obtain coal from the 
Ruhr, and by a triangular arrangement send it 
to Sweden in exchange for timber. i 

Sir H. Morris-Jones suggested that, to relieve 
the shortage, timber might be imported from 
Canada rather than await supplies from Baltic 
countries, where there might be difficulties in 
regard to reciprocal trade. 

_Capr. CrooxsHank said that although the func- 
tions of the Ministry of Works were clearly 
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defined, other Ministries seemed to be inter- 
fering with its work. That was bad administra- 
tion, and was bound to be fatal to the Govern- 
ment’s programme. 

Mr. Witson, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry 
of Works, said that temporary housing was a 
long way behind the original programme drawn 
up by its sponsors. This was chiefly due to 


difficulties with materials and indi com- 
ponents in short supply. More than 50,000 
“hulls ”"—the shelle of the houses—had been 


made available, compared with fewer than 
10,000 when the Government took office. Com- 


produced for about 38,000. many cases com- 
plete sets were available, except for one or two 
particular items. The Minister of Supply was 
“ putting the heat’ on those items. The prob- 
lem of distribution was very intricate, but the 
Ministry of Supply was confident of bringing 
the rate of supply of components for temporary 
houses into line with needs by about the 

inning of May.

Price-WuHitr 
Mr. Bevan said that local authorities had 
been asked to give high priority to pro- 
posals for the rebuilding of houses 
destroyed through war damage which 
attract a ‘Cost of Works” payment 
under the War Damage Act. the num- 
ber of licences issued in such cases e | to 
the end of January was 2,987. He had no 
reason to think that local authorities 
were not treating such proposals sympa- 
thetically. 


Private Enterprise 


In reply to Mr. 8, SHEPHARD Mr. Bevan 
said he had under consideration arrange- 
ments for facilitati the erection of 
houses for local authorities by private 
builders, and he hoped to be able to issue 
a circular to local authorities shortly. 
Local authorities had power by section 
72 of the Housing Act, 1936, to provide 
housing accommodation by acquiring 
houses suitable for the purpose. 


Purchase Tax 


Replying to Mr. Marries, Mr. Datton, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, said

Wages and Cost 

Mason Spence asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland what increase in cost 
was re ted, in the case of a 1,000 
square-feet house, by the rise of 4d. per 
hour in building wages. 

Mr BucwHanan said it was estimated 
that in general an increase of 34d. per 
hour in wages would add about £50 to 
the cost of such a house, but as output 
was improving with the return of the 
younger men the rise in wages should be 
absorbed by more rapid production on 
the sites.

Housing Subsidy. 
To rHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Sre,—In your issue of February 22 you 
published a letter of mine on the above 
subject, together with an editorial note 
disagreeing with my contention that pre- 
war house-building by private enterprise 
had favoured the middle classes at the 
expense of the working class. I regret 
that absence abroad has prevented me 
from replying sooner. 

You quote statistics from Dr. Bowley’s 
book, ‘‘ Housing and the State,’’ to show 
that from 1935 to 1939 private enterprise 
built a large number of houses of low rate- 
able value (of which, by the way, fewer 
than 28 per cent. were to let). But these 
figures are for a period of five years right 
at the end of 20 years of housing shortage, 
when the middle-class market was at last 
becoming saturated. The Government’s 
aim now is to see that the energies of 
builders are directed first to those tasks 
which are socially most urgent. 

If Dr. Bowley’s book is taken as a whole, 
it gives strong support to my opinion. 
Here are three representative quotations . 

‘The limitations of private enterprise 
are definite and fundamental . . . despite 
the highly organised system of building 
society finance, private enterprise cannot 
do as well as the local authorities in pro- 
viding cheap housing ”’ (p. 254). 

«The shitt of the dain responsibility 
for building from the local authorities to 
private enterprise had the effect of wiping 
out the effect of the fall of interest rates 
on rents. . . . The effect of changing horses 
in mid-stream was to lose the benefit of 
the changes in interest rates as far as build- 
ing houses to let at lower rents was con- 
cerned ’’ (p. 178). 

“We know by now, or we ought to, 
that it would be a mistake to let predom- 
inantly middle and lower middle-class 
instead of working-class houses be built.”’ 
Such a policy ‘‘ means that the families 
at the lower end of the rent-paying scale 
get houses only when the whole of the 
shortages higher up are satisfied ”’ (p. 230). 

You say that the Housing Bill is wrong 
to assume that all the working classes 
wish to occupy a subsidised house. Surely 
the point is that the t majority of 
them must have a subsidised house if they 
are to have a new house at all. We are at 
last planning to cater for that section of 
the community which is most in need.

Profit-Sharing.

Srr,—The recent series of articles on 
‘« Profit-Sharing ”” have been interesting, 
and it is surprising that they have not 
‘ provoked “more correspondence. Two 
points which have caused discussion are :— 

That scheme which provides for the allo- 
cation of shares according to length of 
service is preferred to others, mainly be- 
cause it seems more fair than any in which 
the proportion of share-out is in accord- 
ance with wages (or salary) earned. If a 
business is to be really run on a profit-

sharing basis, it seems equitable that the 
fact should be realised that all members 
of the firm, from tea-boy to managing 
director, have contributed to the profits to 
the best of their ability, and that those 
whose abilities are greater have received 
correspondingly greater remuneration. 
The second point is one that is almost 
always raised in discussions on this subject, 
and yet seems to me to be completely 
irrelevant. It is the suggestion that since 
workers are to share in the profits they 
should ‘‘ share in the losses.’’ The fact of 
the matter is that the workers sel] their 
labour to the employer, just as the brick- 
maker, for example, sells his bricks. But 
whereas the prospect of a share in the 
profits is likely to make labour productive 
of more output, an offer of a similar share 
to a brickmaker would not make his bricks 
elastic or capable of covering a larger area. 
To demand that builders’ merchants should 
contribute to any losses made would be as 
logical as to demand the same from the 
workers. In any case, the worker will be 
penalised sufficiently in the unlikely event 
of a well-run firm making a loss—he will 
be out of work, obviously. Finally, it 
should be remembered that in a limited 
company the liability of any individual to 
make good debts in the case of a loss is 
only that of his investment in the company.

Industry and Deferred Repairs. 
To rue Epitor or The Builder. 

Smr,—In these days of effort to restore 
the productivity of the nation, no oppor- 
tunity to stimulate our industrinkat 
should be lost. Recent investigations have 
emphasised the disparity in output per 
man hour between the U.S.A. and this 
country; the gs single factor con- 
tributing to the difference in output is 
equipment obtained by fixed capital 
outlay. 

In recent years the Government of the 
day has recognised the importance of 
encouraging the re-equipment of industry. 
Wear and tear and depreciation allowances 
will be increased, and April 6, 1946, is 
the appointed day for initial allowances on 
capital expenditure. 
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But such allowances will not provide 
sufficient cash for re-equipment. - Notori- 
ously, banks are reluctant to lend for 
fixed capital expenditure. E.P.T. has 
ed a industry of its resources, and the 
E.P.T. refund will do little more than pro- 
vide essential working capital for the post- 
war drive. 

One of the main obstacles preventing the 
seompeene of unsuitable industrial premises 
in favour of modern buildings is the 
apparent loss of capital involved in the 
scrapping process. Year after year the oli 
property 1s ‘‘ maintained’’ because the 
comparatively small outlay allowed as a 
charge against income is the better short- 
term policy. 

Taxation has always recognised the need 
for expenditure to keep the property in 
reasonable repair. During the war years, 
when normal repairs could not be carried 
out, a sum set aside for deferred repairs, 
while ignored in the Schedule D Assess- 
ment, was left in suspense by the E.P.T 
collector. Many owner-occupiers are now 
planning to spend this provision, because 
otherwise the collector will have it. 

Never before have so many industrial 
properties been so favourably placed for 
scrapping. Normally, with repairs up to 
date, the net cash outlay would equal the 
cost of construction. To-day the accumu- 
lated dilapidations of six years, accelerat- 
ing with each added year, will be many 
times the normal annual charge. There- 
fore, the net cash outlay for new construc- 
tion would be less than normal by a sum 
equal to several years’ maintenance 
account. 

But, alas, the industrialist who scraps 
and builds will lose his right to the 
deferred repairs allowance. This is the 
law. It isnot altogether unreasonable. 
But it is so discouraging. And it is very, 
very bad for industry, because it will 
prevent re-equipment. 

In the matter of administering the 
application of the provision for deferred 
repairs, the Chancellor has an opportunity 
to make a grand gesture. He is in a posi- 
tion to divert millions of pounds away 
from the patching up of out-of-date build- 
ings into the construction of efficient 
modern structures designed to aid pro- 
duction. 

He must act quickly, or the moment of 
opportunity will have passed. 

e may, for examiple, concede that: 
‘‘ Where an industrial building owner- 
occupied has been the subject of a pro- 
vision for deferred repairs under the Excess 
Profits Tax Regulations and where the 
owner, before applying the whole or any 
part of the said provision towards the 
repairs; scraps the building and in its place 
erects at a cost greater than the said pro- 
vision a new structure to serve the same 
general purpose more efficiently, the 
amount of the said provision shall be 
admitted as a charge against profits as if 
the repairs had, in fact, been carried out.”’ 

The blessings will be twofold. Sensible 
taxpayers who intend to rebuild in any 
event would welcome an all-too-infrequent 
fraternity between income tax and equity. 
Others will be tempted to do what they 
may otherwise consider to be beyond their 
resources.

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HEATING SMALL. HOUSES 
THE OPPORTUNITY FOR THE 
ENGINEER 
A LECTURE on this subject was given on 
March 20 to. the Institution of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers by Mr. R. K. 
Thulman, M.Amer.Soc.H.V.E., who is on 

a visit to this country, 

In the course of his address, Mr. 
THULMAN mentioned that the report of the 
three British experts who. visited the 
U.S.A. in December, 1944, to study 
American methods of house heating would 
shortly be published. He understood that 
among the recommendations and conclu- 
sions were: (1) District heating in 
America’s housing projects, not within the 
scope of the party’s investigations, should 
be made the subject of. further detailed 
study; and (2) the costs of providing full 
heating of the habitable space in a dwell- 
ing unit in America appear to be sufii- 
ciently reasonable to suggest that the con- 
sideration of the present proposal of 
‘‘ background heating plus topping-up’’ be 
regarded as a temporary transitional per- 
formance standard. 

‘* As a result of my observations during 
the six weeks I have been in Great 
Britain, and my study of British heating— 
past, present and future—I am,”’ said Mr, 
Thulman, ‘‘in complete agreement with 
these conclusions. 4 am not unmindful of 
the fact that the quality of performance 
of many heating devices and systems in 
common use in America leaves much to be 
desired. While our ‘ standards’ may be 
higher than yours, the actual performance 
of the completed device or system does 
not always meet, and sometimes does not 
even approach, those standards. In 
general, the nearest approach to the stan- 
dard occurs in the case of the multi-family 
rental project served by one form or 
another of district heating. The report of 
your joint mission, the scope of the inves- 
tigation of which was restricted largely to 
the single family detached dwelling, points 
out that many American families not 
have central. heating systems in their 
houses, nor do the statistical data show the 
degree of satisfaction experienced by. those 
families -who do live in centrally heated 
homes. However, the ‘design heating 
systems installed in most new multi-family 
rental housing projects contemplates uni- 
form temperature throughout each dwell- 
ing unit, maintained automatically by the 
project’ management and .supplied to the 
tenant as part of his rent, 

**Tt has been frequently stated that the 
British climate—relatively mild winters, 
cool summers, Gxcaptionally cold spells of 
only a few days’ duration, followed by 
warm periods, quite sudden diurnal tem- 
perature variations—does not justify more 
than the simplest form of heating device. 
It is generally believed here that. the 
American climate.is such that the tempera- 
ture. falls evenly during the. Autumn 
months, stays. cold all Winter and . rises 
uniformly. in .the Spring... A curve 
describing ‘the mean monthly temperature 
of Seattle, Washington, superi 
the same. sort. of, curve for 
that there is very little difference... Rela- 
tive humidity curves for the two cities 
are > likewise strikingly similar. Many 
similarities with respect to variations in 
temperature from week to week or within 
a day’s ‘time can be easily discovered by 
an examination of the meteorological data 
of American and British cities. The use 
in ‘America of both district heating and 
ceritral heating schemes is by no means 
confined 'to those areas of the country 
where the winter climate is severe. 

‘There seems to be an assumption that 
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the heating of the entire house.will. re- 
quire: the omission of the open fire and 
will deprive the Britisher of the satisfac- 
tion he derivés from ‘the traditional focal 
point. Habits and customs. of ‘long /stand- 
ing are not-.easily changed, and jit is neither 
wise or Necessary, in my opinion, to omit 
the open fireplace from the new housing 
you are constructing and that you are now 
planning. The virtues of the open fire 
are appreciated equally by the people of 
both countries. The hearth is just as 
much @ ‘ focal point’ of the living-room 
in our country as in yours, but the open 
fire is not depended upon as a sole source 
of heat.. I have not.heard the fireplace in 
the bedroom of the British home referred 
to as. @ focal point—its purpose in the 
bedroom is purely, utilitarian, and in this 
sense is essentially the same as a radiator, 
convector or warm-air register in the bed- 
room. of the typical American home, I 
believe that the whole American house 
—living-room, dining-room and bedrooms 
—becomes, through full house heating, a 
focal pees or series of focal pointe wherein 
a widely varying and large number 
family activities can be carried on. 

‘*In. connection with the assumption 
that district or central heating means the 
omission of the fireplace, it has been stated 
that the: flue provides an effective means 
of -ventilation. There can be ‘no doubt 
that, if there is'a@ flue connecting one of 
the rooms to a point above the roof, and 
if that flue is heated, and further, if 
openings in exterior walls of the structure 
are provided, vitiated air from the rooms 
will pass up the flue and be displaced by 
fresh air entering the opening in the walls. 
If the openings in the exterior walls are 
strategically located, and if the rooms are 
freely interconnected by open doorways, 
or if the doors ‘placed in these doorways 
do not fit tightly when closed, the venti- 
lation of the whole house is quite effective. 
The effectiveness varies with the amount 
of fuel burned, the size of the flue and 
wall openings and inversely as the effi- 
ciency of combustion. The American sys- 
tem, depending as it does on natural 
infiltration of air through cracks around 
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window and door openings on one side of 
the house and exfiltration through, similar 
cracks on the other, is equally. unpredict- 
able in performance and its effectiveness 
under varying wind conditions.quite as 
ee sno cae ee ion here 
ve 
that the district or centra] heating. system 
means that bedrooms must be warm at, all 
times, and therefore that they are uncom- 


fortable to sleep in. ,This: psig Saar 
implies a lack of control. of the room- 

ing units or registers,. yet a. radiator. is 
rarely in without a valve, and an 
air register rarely. without a conveniently 
controlled. damper. . With valves and 
registers and cross-ventilation the Ameri- 
can bedroom temperature can readily be 
mse — tse comfortable temperature 
requ r undressing to any. tempera- 
ture approaching that of ha Flay It 
might be well in. this. connection. also to 
point. out that it. is generally agreed that 
cold is stimulating and that stimulation 
is not conducive to restful slumber, also; 
that heavy bedclothing is likewise disturb- 


of ing to healthful rest. 


**T have been given the opportunity to 
examine. in de some. of, the district 
heating plans now, under consideration 
here. Generally there seems. to be an 
opinion that. the use. of .a. district) heating 
scheme can be justified only if the project 
is large, and, in some cases,’only if the 
heating service is a by-product of power 


generation. . With. efficient. small boilers, 
automatic stokers and temperature con- 
trol, a small plant, or in a project, 


a number of .plants for small. groups, can 
be quite as efficient as the large system 
in which. heat, is; generated. in. a single 
boiler-house,. The. several smaller up 
plants are.usually much less costly to 
instal. and maintain. 

“These advantages of district heating 
in my opinion | weight to the 
re dations of your mission that 
further investigation of the subject should 
be undertaken .at an early date. They sug- 
gest also that the other recommendation 
mentioned—that the ‘ background heating 
plus topping-up’ plan might . be con- 
sidered as, an interim standard—is 
logical. 

“* The initial cost of the single system to 
do the whole job would appear to be less 
than that of a system designed to main- 
tain a temperature below fhe comfort 
level plus auxiliary devices to elevate the 
temperature to the comfort level... The 
operating cost of the single system will 
probably be not. appreciably more, and 
may. be considerably less, than that.of the 
dual system. ; 

‘* The advantages. of the district heating 
group scheme cannot. be fully attained 
unless the plants are mane by compe- 
tent engineers with @ full knowledge of 
the economic and, technical details of the 
problem. That is-very important. Each 
project. is...an ..individual blem.. and 
must. be treated as such. re are 2o 
established rules of procedure other than 


basically sound engineering, 

** In American srnti-damity housing pro- 
jects a number of different types of heat- 
ing ‘systems serving’ varying numbers of 
dwelling units ‘have been used, but of 
late there has emerged a general design 





that may ‘be considered more or less 
‘ typical. A‘ brief. description of suck 
a.‘ typical system’ is as follows: the 


heat-generating unit of a group. plant. of 
this type usually consists of two portable 
firebox steel, boilers, each -with a capacity 
of about 60 per cent. of the total heating 
load: They aré cross-connected and 
valved so that either can be shut down 
while the other “is im operation: Eackr 
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boiler “is “equipped ‘with ‘an automatic 
stoker of the’ bin-feed’ type. In each 
boiler;\‘or attached ‘to it, is an indirect 
water-heating coil of ‘sufficient capacity 
to supply ‘adequate ‘hot’ water to the 
dwellings directly or through a storage 
tank withia ‘capacity of abont 20 gallons 
per family. The water in the boiler ‘is 
maintained ‘at about 180 deg: F. by means 
of ‘an aquastat' connected directly to’ the 
stoker;’and' the .boiler water’ may be cir- 
culated around the’ indirect ‘coil if it is 
of the external type (called a calorifier in 
this country) ‘by anatitomatically con- 
trolled pump.’ The ‘service’ water’ may 
also’ be’ ‘circulated’ to the ‘storage tank 
from ‘the indirect’ coil with’ a “pump. 
From the ‘storage tank ‘the water is. cir- 
culated by pump’ to the residential build- 
ings: “The ‘whole “hot-water system’ is 
under ‘¢ity main pressure and requires no 
individual’tanks within’ ‘the’ “dwellings. 
The cold-water ‘system is likewise under 
city main’ pressure,'so that no cisterns in 
the houses ‘are necéssary. 

“The pumps are in duplicate, each 
with a capacity sufficient to supply the 
radiators with’ enough water so that the 
temperature drop ‘through ‘the radiators 
is 20°deg.°Oné’ pump is for’ stand-by 
service—two are never run simultane- 
ously: In’ the supply’ main may be in- 
stalled a ‘three-way valve, to the third 
port of which a by-pass leading ‘from the 
pump discharge’ line is ‘connected, by- 
passing the boiler. This valve is controlled 
thermostatically ‘by a bulb ‘located’ out- 
doots;’so’ that the température of the 
water in ‘the main supply is varied in- 
versely in “a straight. line relation to ‘out- 
door'' temperature. There are ‘other 
methods of accomplishing ‘the same result, 
but in effect the method meters the ‘heat 
supplied to the buildings ‘according to the 
weather. 

‘The supply and return’ mains‘ ‘are 
carried ‘in underground ‘conduits between 
buildings and in the ‘space “below the 
ground floors of the buildings themselves. 
The domestic hot-water supply’ and’ return 
mains are carried in thé same conduits 
and spaces as the heating ‘mains. | Under 
each building connections are made to the 
heating mains to form a one-pipe circuit 
around the perimeter of each building, 
and the entire group ‘is laid out ‘on the 
reversed return ‘principle to provide as 
great a degree of inherent ‘balancing as 
possible. © To the one-pipe ‘building cir- 
cuits connections are’ made to supply and 
returnrisers leading directly through the 
ground floor to the ground-floor radiators 
and through interior partitions and first: 
floor construction to the first-floor radia- 
tors. (The ground: floor here is called the 
first’ floor in ‘America, and the first floor 
here is called the second floor in America.) 
Radiators are located under windows and 
each is equipped: with a valve.”’

NATIONALISATION OF 


TRANSPORT 


HOW. IT WOULD AFFECT THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 

THe “London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion ‘has issued’ a# memorandum on’ this 
subject'in support of the petition against 
nationalisation’ of ‘transport which is being 
sponsored ‘by the Road Haulage Associa- 
tion. We take the following extracts :— 

Srrz ‘or Orgrattons.—There is a funda- 
mental difference ‘between the building in- 
dustry and ‘static manufacturing indus- 
tries in‘ that°a’ builder cannot’ select the 
site of his operations. ©’ He must’ erect 
buildings where‘ they will’ meet the needs 
of building”“owners: The ‘site may, there- 
fore, be’far from’ ‘the sources of building 
supplies, and ‘well off the regular supply 
routes." This-is particularly’ applicable to 
developments in new areas, both for in- 
dustrial purposes and for housing, where 
builders are naturally the ‘first in the field. 

Servicmwne or Joss. — Most builders 
have their own vehicles for supplying’ jobs, 
often at adistance: from their yards, with 
plant, from stock or articles manu- 
factn in their works. . Many firms do 
not restrict their work to their own areas 
and either have shops or depots! outside, 
or may have; contracts to undertake at 
considerable distances, away. In addition 
to. servicing ‘their, jobs,. many builders 
organise their own supplies in. their own 
lorries, particularly in outlying, areas. 

Mareriat Suppitiers:—Some of the prin- 
cipal suppliers of such materials as cement, 
bricks and. steel, use their own lorries over 
long distances; ..In.such cases. limitation. of 
distances would hamper the normal opera- 
tion of the industry, but. the greater part 
of the materials is conveyed by ‘‘ A.”’ or 
‘*B” licensed transport, especially for the 
multitudinous number of small jobs. The 
builder looks to his own haulage contrac- 
tor with confidence that he will obtain the 
service he requires, and if this fails he goes 
elsewhere. nder nationalised transport 
he would have no alternative and there 
would be no competition in efficiency of 
service. 
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Hanpuine or ~ Materians:—Artificial 
meansjiof forcing y materials: ion 2téy rail 
transport by restgicting-the distances over 
which goods may be carried by road will 
increase the cost of building. The handling 
of materials on and off rail ‘is an extrava- 
gatice. There must bea substantial pro- 
portion of breakages at each handling, 
whilst the loss in man’ hours’ of labour 
which would otherwise be’ occupied ‘in 
actual building operations is unnecessary 
and’ uneconomical, 

OrcanisaTion or ‘Burrpinc Works.— 
Wherever good practice in building is dis- 
cussed, the importance of a time and 
schedule progress is Stressed, which’ natur- 
ally means that operations must ‘ 
according to plan.’’ This planning is, how- 
ever, often upset by building owners and 
architects changing their minds after. the 
work -has started, and by such unknown 
contingencies. as difficulties in the subsoil 
as well.as changeable climatic conditions. 
The, effect of these factors upon organisa- 
tion makes.it absolutely essential that. the 
supply organisation must be flexible... Lack 
of. # small item may have far-reaching 
effects due to delay. The builder requires 
prompt and punctual delivery—he does not 
want, stocks accumulating on his site, often 
already cramped for..space, and. which 
would necessitate double handling and the 
additional cost of erecting special storage 
spaces if he wishes to avoid wastage due to 
damp, breakages and general deterioration. 
The operatives are the first to complain if 
organisation of the work is impaired b 
delays in supply of materials, and in suc 
cases the output of the workmen is at once 
affected. 

Types or Conveyance.—The building in- 
dustry often’ requires special types of 
lorries for the coriveyance of certain 
materials and plant. “A lorry into which 
bricks can be packed cannot easily be 
adapted for the storage of timber or of 
glass. It is only the builder with experi- 
ence and personal financial interest in the 
job who knows and can arrange for his 
specific requirements with his own haulage 
contractor. Under a nationalised system 
the right type of lorry may not be avail- 
able at the time it is wanted. 

Tae Jos Must Come Frrst.—The ‘im- 
mediate importance of the foregoing points 
and the balance of conflicting interests 
can only be appreciated by the man on the 
spot. An official, answerable only to the 
Department he serves, cannot be blamed 
for putting the interests of his Department 
first, in this case, nationalised transport. 


The Building Industry’s View. 

The building industry, being vitally de- 
pendent upon road transport for the 
reasons stated above, must press that its 
claims shall not. be submerged in an 
ideological policy of nationalisation in dis- 
regard of the issues involved. _ Subsidising 
the railways at the cost of road transport 
and the fixing of high haulage rates, either 
to be used in assistance to less efficient 
means ‘of transport or to meet increased 
costs arising from bureaucratic administra- 
tion; will be a direct charge on buildin 
and will increase the cost of housing an 
reconstruction throughout the country. 
The builder has, during the war,’ experi- 
encéd the effects of control of road ‘trans- 
port. By his bitter experience he is con- 
vinced that in the interests of the industry, 
and therefore of the building public whom 
the industry serves, all evidence is inst 
nationalisation of road transport. Publicly 
controlled organisations are apathetic and 
unadaptable, having little incentive for 
success and. no penalty for failure... A 
Government. spokesman attributed failure 
in the past to the fact that, only. partial 
¢ontrol was applied and it therefore appears 
certain that nationalisation will not stop at 
long-distance transport.
